THE PRODUCER’S CORNER 


Dear Playgoer: 


Next week’s presentation at the Cape Playhouse will be a doubly unusual one. It 
is a rare occasion when a play, currently playing to capacity audiences in New York, 
is made available to summer theatre patrons. It is likewise rare to find three members 
of one family playing leading roles in that play. Opening next Monday evening, August 
8, “The Impossible Years”, which is now regaling full houses at the Playhouse Theatre 
in New York, will star Gene Rayburn, host of television’s popular “The Match Game’, 
who will be supported in the play by his own wife and daughter. 


Mr. Rayburn, who, in addition to his many TV and radio assignments, starred on 
Broadway in “Bye Bye Birdie” and “Come Blow Your Horn”, will play the harried 
psychiatrist father of a pair of daughters who are problems because they are wild, but 
representative, teen-agers. The psychiatrist is tape-recording the first draft of a book 
on how to cope with teen-agers, and discovers that he cannot cope with his pretty elder 
daughter, who will be that in fact—Miss Lynn Rayburn. The doctor’s wife will be 
played by the real-life Mrs. Rayburn, Helen, making this truly a family night at the 
Cape Playhouse. 


“The Impossible Years” revolves around the lack of communication between adults 
and their children. The irony here, of course, is that the parent’s profession is one 
which demands that he be the most understanding of men and most cognizant of the 
inner workings of others. However, as the shoemaker’s son goes barefoot, so does the 
analyst’s daughter go misunderstood. The comic crises which arise in the show have 
kept Broadway audiences laughing uproariously since last October. 


I am sure that all those of you who are parents or teen-agers—or are even remotely 
considering the prospect of becoming either—will find that “The Impossible Years” will 
provide you with one of the most hilarious evenings of theatre going in many years.
